WHEREAS, the Disabled American Veterans [DAy), founded in 1920 and federally chartered by Congress
in 1932, serves to empower veterans to lead high-quality lives with respect and dignity, ensures that
veterans and their families can access the ftill range of benefits available to them, fights for the interests
of America’s injured heroes on Capitol Hill, and educates the public about the great sacrifices and needs
of veterans transitioning back to civilian life; and

comrades who made the ultimate sacrifice in the defense of liberty and their country; and

WHEREAS, the DAV Department of Hawaii along with the Hawaii DAV Auxiliary continues to support
veterans of all generations and help them overcome challenges in securing the benefits that they earned
through their military service; and

WHEREAS, the DAV Department of Hawaii and Hawaii DAV Auxiliary celebrates the 66th annual DAV
State Convention with National DAV Commander David W. Riley, National DAV Auxiliary Commander
Frances]. Costa, and many delegates from Hawaii;
